Washington, January 6.—(Special.)—The 
threatened extension of the civil service has 
come. By an executive order issued by the 
president today the employes in all free deliv- 
ery postoflices in fhe United States are 
brought within the classified service. The 
order also brings into the elassified service 
the employes of the weather burean under 
the agricultural department. Heretoforé” 
the classified service has only extended,to 
free delivery posteffices having fifty or more 
employes. The present order is sweeping, 
and extends to all the free delivery offices. 
whether they have forty-nine employes or’ 
four, which is the lowest number in the free 
delivery offices. It will bring in out of the 
wet from 8,000 to 10,000 republican minor 
officials and carriers at free delivery offices. 
The order, as it applies to the weather bu- 
reau, wil probably protect from 400 to 500 
republican officials. 

By the terms of the order, however, these 
officials must first pags a civil service ex- 
amination, which is provided for before ob- 
taining the immunity from dismissal for par- 
tisan reasons. 6 

After this order goes into effect there will 
be about 50,000 employes under the protec- 
tion of the civil service law. including those 
in the customs service. By a peculiar train 
of circumstances the republicans have reap- 
ed all the advantage of the extension of the 
civil service law. When the law of which 
the late senator Pendleton, of Ohio, a demo- 
erat, was the author, went into effect in 
1883, it ..rew into the classified service all 

the clerks in the executive department of the 
government here. This was under Arthur’s 
administration, and the employes were al- 
most wholly republicans, about 10,000 in 
number. One of the last acts of President 
Cleveland, before retiring from office in 


' 1889, was to extend the classified service 


to railway mail clerks, and the first act of 
President Harrison was to suspend, or hold 
the operation of Mr. Cleveland’s order in 
abeyance for sixty days. He did not desire 
to revoke the order, so he suspended it un- 
til a republican coull supersede 
a democrat in the railway mail 
service. The ~-present order of 
President Harrison will go into effect before

He charged that the trans-Atlantic steam- 
ship companies werc exerting all kinds of un- 
due influence to prevent the passage of a 
bill prohibiting immigration. He said it 
would now have to be a fight against the 
newspapers, as the correspondents had been 
wined and dined.

cated; but the little senator saw an opportu;

taken advantage of it. He has, however, 
succeeded in making the newspaper corres- 
pondents anything but his friends.

Yo Prevent Immigration. 

Great pressure is being brought to bear 
upon congress by the various steamship 
transportation compunies’ representatives 
to prevent the passage of a bill prohibiting 
immigration into the United States for a 
year. The steamship companies claim that 
it will destroy a large part of their revenue 
to prevent them bringing over steerage 
passengers. ‘hey claim that the treasury 
department could adopt regulations which 
would prevent the cnolera entering this 
country through emigrants and that it is 
not necessary to resort to such stringent 
measures. 

Senator Chandler, the author of the bill 
to prevent immigiution for a year, savs he 
will hold his bill beck for the present until 
it is seen just whet measures the treasury 
department will take. If they are stringent 
enough to give the country adequate pro- 
tection, he says Le will not push his Dill.

AND WHAT WILL BE IS EFFECT 


There Will Be N o Fight by Cleve- 
land Against Tammany. 


MURPHY WILL MAKE A GOOD SENATOR 


And the President-Elect Has Too Much 
Sense to Antagonize the Regular De- 
mocracy—Othbor Political News. 


New York, January 6.—Since Mr. Cleve- 
land has come out openly against Edward 
Murphy, Jr.. as Hiscock’s successor in 
the senate, Richard Croker, boss of Tam- 
many hall, has been asked a dozen times a 
day if he thought it would array the presi- 
dent-elect and his policy against Tammany 
hall. Mr. Croker has steadily declined to 
answer this question. Today he spoke 
about it for the first time. He was asked: 

“Do you think that if Murphy is elected 
senator that Mr. Cleveland {fn return will 
take up a position hostile to Tammany 
hall?” 

Mr. Croker: hesftate€ for a moment and 
then said that he did not think Cleveland 
woud do so. He spoke slowly. 

“No,” he said, “our friendship for Mr. 
Murphy will not make Mr. Cleveland hos- 
tile to the regular democracy of the state. 
Mr. Cleveland is, I think, a man of too 
broad views; a man of too high ideas of 
political justice, to allow himself to take 
such a step. That is my first reason for 
thinking so. My second reason fs as co- 
gent. Tammany hall went to Chicago op- 
posed to Cleveland. We fought every inch 
of ground until he was nominated. Then 
we came out in his support and stood by 
him to a man until he was elected. Now 
Cleveland is opposed ta, us in the person 
of our candidate for senator, Murphy. 
The wishes of the regular democracy will 
be respected by the assembly and Murphy 
will be elected. Mr. Cleveland is not the 
sort of a man to turn on us because our 
candidate is elected. Common gratitude 
would bg enough, for we did not turn on 
him whea he was victorious. There is 
much,” continued Mr. Croker in answer 
to the question, “that is misunderstood 
about the contest for senator. We are 
not opposed @0 Cleveland just because 
Murphy, our candidate, ‘is not Cleveland’s 
choice. Nor will Murphy oppose Cleve- 
land if he is elected, which, of course, 
goes without seying. Cleveland does not 
know Murphy’s strong points. If he knew 
him as well as I do, in justice to Mr. Cleve- 
land, 1 must say I think he would con- 
sider Mr. Murphy an able man and one 
fitted to represent the great state of New 


York in Wasbingtoa.. Murphy. is -net an; 


orator, but he has -wonderful executive 
ability. This, together with his other ad- 
mirable qualities, will make him a senator 
to be proud of. Mr. Cleveland will. never 
have cause to regret the fact that the or- 
ganized democracy of New York put up 
Murphy. His election is certain. I think 
he will get every democratic vote in the 
assembly.” 


THE IMMIGRATION BILL 
Discussed by the Senators—A Dull Day in the 


House. 

Washington, January §.—Mr. Hill’s reso- 
lution of yesterday as to the immigration 
bill was taken up and agreed to. ‘The quar- 
antine bill was then taker up and was un- 
der discussion when, on motion of Mr. Sher- 
man (republican from Ohio) at 12:50 o'clock 
the senate receded to executive busines::. 

_ After a few minutes the doors were re- 
opened and consideration of the quarantine 
bill was resumed. The remainder of the 

ay’s session was given exclusively to the 
discussion of the bill to suspend immigration 
for one year. Mr. Chandler spoke for about 
three hours, devoting most of his argument 
to the last mentioned bill, although the oth- 
er was really the one that was up for dis- 
cussion. ‘To this latter, however, an amend- 
ment was pending to authorize the president 
to issue a proclamation suspending immigra- 
tion from countries where cholera may be 
prevailing. 

Mr. Chandler treated this proposition as an 
act of cowardice on the part of congress in 
jmposing the responsibility upon the presi- 
dent instead of taking that responsibility 
itself. He was assured by Mr. Frye that 
the incoming president was not a man to 
shrink from responsibility, alluding to Cleve- 
Jand’s position on the subject of the New 
York senatorship. This provoked a laugh, 
and Mr. Chandler deprecated the Maine sen- 
ator’s bringing his witticism into a serious 
subject. ; 

Arguments against the quarantine Dill 
were made by Messrs. McPherson, Platt,, 
Mills and Dolph. Many amendments were 
offered, some of which were agreed to, oth- 
ers going over until tomorrow, when the bill 
again comes up as a special order.

BOB RAY KILLED.

A Printing House in Omaha Burned—Fires in 
Other Places. 


Liverpool, January 6.—Three cotton 
warehouses, in Juniper street, were burned 
last night, with 11,000 bales of cotton. The 
loss is £150,000. The walls of one of the 
warehouses bulged out and fell upon a party 
of firemen, kiling three and seriously injuring 
&@ number of others. The fire is very stub- 
born, and is stil® burning. 

The fire, which was confined within the 
walls of three warehouses, burned itself 
out at about 2 o’clock this afternoon. The 
salvage will be trifling. It is now said that 
there were twenty thousand bales of cot- 
top in the building, all of which was des- 
troyed. It was th: largest fire that has 
occurred in Liverpoo! since the burning of 
the Landing stage in 1874. It is believed 
that the fire was smoldering among the 
cotton for hours before it was discovered. 
The cotton was stowed close to the walls 
and when the water soaked into the bales 
it caused them to swell greatly and this is 
thought had much to do with the falling 
wall upon the firemen. 

Anniston, Ala., Januray 6.—(Special.)— 
Three handsome houses on Leighton avenue, 
of the’ most popular residence thorough- 
fares of the city, were burned about 11 
‘o'clock last night The residences were 
owned and occupied by James ©. Sproull, 
Henry A. Binford and John Cook, and 
were valued at $3,000 each. They were in- 
sured for about two-thirds their value. Very 
little furniture was saved and the loss on 
this will amount to $6,000, with some in- 
surance. The origin of the fire is unknown 
as it had made considerable headway be- 
fore it was discovered. The high winds 
rendered the fire department practically 
powerless for awhile and the entire block 
Was severely threatened.

Angasta’s Lets Postmaster Ejects a 
Female Clerk, 


BY LIFTING HER FROM A CHAIR 


Her Brother Demandsfan Apology—On Be- 
ing Refused, He Slaps Stallings in 
the Face—Friends Interlere’

Augusta, Ga., Jantiaty 6.—(Special.}—Av- 
gusta had a great big*sensation today. It 
grew out of a lady Glerk in the postoffice be- 
ing ejected by the assistant postmaster this 
morhing. It started last evening by the 
assistant postmaster, Ed Stallings, discharg- 
itig Miss Mary Freeman, delivery élerk. 
Postinaster Denning, who has been at home 
sick since last summer, and who is how at 
the poitit of death, night before last asked 
Miss Freeman to get the janitor of the 
postoffice to bring him the window shades 
and a photogtaph of President Harrison, 
which were in his office ersotially be- 
lotigéd to him. Yesterday morning Miss 
Freeman delivered the postmaster’s mes- 
sage to Mr. Piper, the janitor, Who obeyed 
the instructions. Miss Freeman says Mr. 
Stallings was wuhder the impression that 
the property belonged to the government 
but she explained to him that the articles 
belonged to the postmaster. She says Mr. 
Stallings then considered that he ghould have 
first been informed before the articles were 
removed. 

Mita Freeman Discharged. 

Nothing further, however, was sail about 
the niatter yesterday, until last aftertioon, 
when Mr. Stallings called her to his desk 
and told her he had no fiifther use for het 
services and that she was discharged and 
paid her off. Miss Freeman went immedi- 
ately ot Postmaster Denning’s house, re- 
ported her dismissal and the captain told 
her to go to work this morning and resume 
her duties. 

This morning Miss Freeman went to work 
as usual, and about 9 o’clock Mr. Stallings 
came to her and asked her what she was 
doing back in the office, after he had dis 
charged her. She says she told him Cap- 
tain Denning had ordered her back and that 
as long as the captain lived he was post- 
master. Miss Freeman says Mr. Stallings 
then ordered her to leave the building and 
she refused to do so. He then caught hold 
of her in his arms, lifted her from the 
chair, and dragged her and put “her out of 
the postoffice. In the tussle Mr. Stallitigs 
got scratched on the neck. Miss Freeman 
did not return after that, and says she will 
not go back to the postoffice again, but wil} 
report thé case to authorities in Washington. 
Miss Freeman was so indignant at the treat- 
ment she received that she went to her 
brother, Mr. M. L. Freeman, jeweler, and 
told him how Mr. Stallings had acted to- 
wards her. ’ 

An Apology Demanded. 


About toon, while Mr. Freeman was go- 
in to the bank and Mr. Stallings was going 
to the Dyer building, they met at the cor- 
ner of Broad and Jackson streets. Mr. 
Freeman approached Mr. Stallings for an 
explanation of the affair. Mr. Stallings 
stated the cuse and Mr. Freeman demanded 
that an apology be made to his sister. Mr. 
Stallings refused to apologize. Mr. Free- 
man then cursed Mr. Stallings and struck 
him in the face.

The Story of a Life Mystéry Tol@ by a

Letter. 
Waycross, Ga., January 6.—(Specialj— 
. M. Carter, who died recetitly in this 
city, was a resident here fot fifteen years, 
and during that time his life’s history was a 
mystery to the citizens of this place. 
At his death some of the curious tried to 


| find some information among his papers that 


would explain the mystery, but they failed. 
A few day ago a little boy was playing in 
the room which Mr. Carter occupied for 
many years till his death, and he found & 
remarkable letter hidden ia a smali opening 
in the wall, which found its way into the 
hand of The Constitution’s correspondent. 
The following is the letter: 

“Chieago., Lll., April) 4, 1890. Mr. W. M. 
Blakely, Waycross, Ga. Dear Sir: After meet- 
ing you at Jacksonville, Fla., in February 
I inquired abdéut you and found that you aré 
known by the name of W. M. Carter. Now 
Mr. Blakely, I am. sorry that you would not 
permit me to speak to you that day, as I 
had some important irformation for you. I 
knew you were in company with some friends 
and, of course, 1 would have embarrassed 
you a great deai if you liad recognized me. 

But you will permit me now to write 
vou what I would have told you.: 1 was sorry 
for you when I saw you last. I will now pro- 
eeed to give you some news that will, no 
doubt, be agreéable to you. James Arnold 
is dead. At his death he confessed having 
committed the erime for which you had béen 
accused and from which you ran away. Aj- 
nola paid that when he killed John Michael 
you were passing by and Saw the deeil. He 
said as you were ohly about sixteen years 
Ou and {nex erienced ih life, he decided to 
fasten the or me on you, and so he told you 
that if you would leave soime sign for them 
to suspect you of the murder and would leave 
the country and forever keep silent he Would 
pay you (100 every month during life. He 
said the nowledge of yout innocence and 
of his own guilt fortured him every day of 
his life and that he could’ hot die and let 
his life and that he could not 
die and let you suffer any longer; 
that he had often times thought of writing 
to you, and beg you to return home and have 
him arrested. But he did not have the cour- 
age to do 80, He would not allow anyone eéx- 
cept myself to hear this confession. I have in 
my possession the whole confession, signed by 
him and withessed by a justice of the peace 
(the justice of the peace not being allowed to 
read the contents.) Now, under the circum- 
stances you have no defense to make, but 
have only to return here and be respected as 
you deserve, according to your rights and. the 
position due you. Your parents are dead and 
you have only one sister living, ee who 
married a gentleman named Evans, 
of Montreal, Your sister was ‘fete

You must write to 
me at once and let me know whether you 
want me to publish these facts. I will expect 
you soon. ave a good practice, I attended 
Arnold during his last ines.

ed Bp Mr. Carter and called him Mr. 
Blakely It was talked afterwards that 
his real name was Blakely but no one ever 
mentioned the matter to him. He died of 
consumption, and was for two years unable 
to work. If he ever took any action in 
reference to the contents of the above let- 
tér the fact will probably remain tinktiown 
to the people here. His health was very 
feeble and he must have expected to live only 
a few years. This may account for his keep- 
ing silent on the subject. Whatever may 
havé been his eafly career, duting his resi- 
dence here he was honest and never owed 
a cent. He was always known to have a 
sufficiency of money for his comfort.

The Jail Given 4 Thorough Inspection

SEVERAL LOADED BOTTLES(AND A BILLIE 


Were Found—Jim La | he Hada Enife. 
Thirty-Five Knives (Were Taken 
irom the Moonshiners. 


A peck of pocket knives, enough bottles 
to stock a drug store, q heavy billy, 
and a cart load of odds and ends, were 
taken from the county jail yesterday after- 
noon by Sheriff Barnes and Jailers Corri- 
gan and Gilleland. 

The recent jail escapes caused the investi- 
gation, and inspection, and even the jailers 
were surprised at what was found. : 

The search brought to light what seems 
to have been an attempt of boring out of 
jail through the roof. In an upstairs cell, 
in which four murderers have been con- 
fined a hole several inches deep was found, 
but ft caused no alarm for if it had gone 
three feet deeper there would have still 
been no danger of escape. The murderers 
in the cell were Jeff Rockmore, who hangs 
January 20th; Dan Hood, who killed Mr. 
Charies Watt during Christmas; Brack 
Pritchett, who killed Marshal Hurst at 
Decatur several years ago; and Jim Smith. 
The four negroes are big, burly men, and are 
known to be desperate. The cases against 
them are extremely grave, and they would 
resort to almost any means to get out. 

The jailers were not surprised to find 
the hole in the top of the cell, but they 
were unable to find the tools with which 
the work was done. After the cell was 
thoroughly searched, Brack Pritchett and 
Jeff Rockmore were taken out of it and 
locked in the cell in which George Wash- 
ington and Peter Daniels spent their long 
confinement. Sheriff Barnes gave orders 
that they not be allowed to come out of the 
cell on any pretext whatever, and Rock- 
more will be kept within the dark walis of 
the gloomy cell until the 20th, when he 
will be taken out and carried to Decatur 
to pay the penalty of his crime. 

It was first intended to put Pritchett in- 
to this cell alone, but he flatly refused to 
go without having company. He said 
the cell wes haunted by the two men who 
had occupied it and had afterwards been 
hung, and he was afraid to stay in there 
all alone. Sheriff Barnes consented. to 
get Rockmore to go with him. 

Hood and Smith will be kept in their @d 
cell as there is no danger of their escaping 
through the little hole they have started. 

The search of the jail began at 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon and: only ended at 
dark last night. It was a long and tedious 
job. The prisoners were all locke&in their 
cells, and one by one the cells were searched 
and the prisoners were searched with them. 
Tred Baughn and a revenue prisoner as- 
sisted in the search. Four loaded bottles 
were found, either of which would have 
made a deadly weapon, if the prisoners 
were to use it. 

In a cell occupied by the two Chisholms, 
the counterfeiters, and Jim Lawshe, also 
accused of counterfeiting, an iron handled 
pocket knife was found.’ It was hidden 
behind a mirror, and was a dangerous thing 
to be in the hands of a prisoner. Lawshe 
says the knife has only been in his cell 
two days, and was carried there by a boy 
named Roberts, who was released from 
jail Wednesday. 

Pieces of brick and sticks were takén from 
several cells. Porter Stocks’s cell was 
searched and there the billy was found. 
It was not an ordinary billie, but. was 
made of a heavy padiock. A leagher strap 
was fastened about the lock al made a 
splendid handle for {t. It has been used by 
the jailers as a billy. 

_ How the billy came to be inside the jail 
is & mystery to the jailers. The negroes 
in the jail say that General Delk had it 
yesterday morning, and pursued Luke Jem- 
son, @ negro, and would have struck him 
with it had not Jemison run into his cell. 

Only one knife was found in the main 
part of the jail where the criminals are con- 
fined. Thirty-two were found in the reve- 
nue quarters. The moonshiners have 
been allowed to have their knives up to 
the escape of Wednesday night. 

Jailers Corrigan and Gilleland will make 
another search today, when they hope to 
find another billy that is missing from the 
jail ofice. They are sure that it is in the 
jail, and a more dangerous thing could not 
be in the hand of a prisoner, who was in- 
clined to be mutinous, or to escape. 

The recent escapes have pened the eyes 
of the sheriff and the jailers, and Sheriff 
Barnes will inaugurate several reforms in 
the manner of dealing with the prisoners. 
General Delk, the man who killed Evans 
in the jail, was ordered locked in his cell, 
and .not let out until carried to the coal 
mines. He was placed in the cell vacated 
by Asbury Gentry Sunday night. It is 
No. 11, on the lower floor The jailers hope 
by carefulness and vixilance, to prevent 
any trouble at the jail during their admin- 
istration.

1. Accommodation indorsers who have un- 
der their own control and management all the 
assets and business of their principal, and 
whose duty it is to see that funds are pro- 
vided and the debt paid, are not entitied to 
notice of the dishonor of his promissory note 
which they have indorsed. Thus, the direc- 
tors of an insolvent corporation who, wish- 
ing to raise funds to carry on the corporate 
business, procure a loan on a negotiable prom- 
issory note made by the corporation, payable 
to their order, on demand after date, at a 
bank, and indorsed by themselves individual- 
ly. are Mable as indorsers, without notice of 
the dishonor of the note by the corporation. 

2. Usually the same facts which would dis- 
posse with notice of dishonor, or excuse the 

lder from gtving notice, would render pro- 
test unnecessary. 

3. Accommodation indorsers upon notes pay- 
able at a chartered bank are, by virtue of 
the code, section. 2151 (Code of 1868, section 
2123), liable to contribution as other mere 
sureties. Freeman v. Cherry, 46 Ga. 14. 

4. As a result of section 2176 and 2177 of 
the code, which make subrogation a legal as 
well as an equitableeright, accommodation in- 
dorsers who have paid more than their pro 
rata share of the debt may sue jointly a co- 
indorser for contrivution, founding their ac- 
tion upon the indorsed instrument, and will 
have the same time in which to bring suit 
as the creditor would have had on the same 
instrument. Hence, such an action brought 
for contribution before six years have ex- 
pired from the maturity of the indorsed note 
would not be barred, although payment of 
the note to the creditor was made more than 
four years prior to the bringing of the ac- 
tion. But one of the subrogated indorsers 
cannot sue severally on the note for his pro 
rata share of the contribution to which he 
and his co-owners of the note are entitled. 
The present action is not founded on the 
noces, but is an action for money paid by 
the plaintiff fcr the defendant’s use, and hav- 
ing been brought after four years from such 
payment had expired, is barred. 

5. Where, of several indorsers for accom- 
modation, some pay off the whole debt, 
though each of these has no several right of

On the trial of an indictment for assault 
with intent to murder, the specific intent to 
kill being a necessary ingredient of the offense 
its existence or non-existence is matter of 
fact for determination by the jury from the 
evidence, and not the subject of any legal pre- 
sumption from a part of the evidence only. 
It follows that a charge of the court in these 
terms was erroneous: “It is charged that he 
made the assault with a pistol. which is a 
deadly weapon. The court charges you that 
if the defendant intentionally shot the prose- 
cutor with a pistol, the law would presume 
malace, and if death had ensued the law would 
presume that it was murder, for the law pre- 
sumes that a person intends to do that which 
is the legitimate consequence of his act; and 
if a person shoots another with a deadly 
weapon, then it presumes that he intended to 
kill him, then the law presumes that it was 
done with the intent to murder him. Now it 
is for you to say, in the first place, whether 
or not this defendant shot e prosecutor, 
did he do so with a pistol? If he did. then does 
the testimony show that he was justified in 
what he did? The burden of the proof is upon 
the defendant whenever the state shows or 
whenever the evidence shows that he shot the 
prosecutor with a pistol.’’

A Blessing in Disguise. 

The cold snap of yesterday caused 
many bitter complaints, and it was severe 
ly felt by many a poor family whose 
scanty. clothing and lack of fuel made 
the blizzard a very unwelcome visitor. 

But this visitation is to some extent a 
blessing in disguise. It kills the germs of 
disease, and will improve the general 
health of the city next summer. The 
average citizen with his ears nearly 
frozen may not be much interested in 
this way of putting it, but it may be that 
his discomfort yesterday insured him a 
clean bill of health for the remainder of 
the year. 

We know that the poor suffered, but, 
while there was no organized effort at 


relief, past experience has: taught us | 


that our rich and, well-to-do people arc 
always active in helping their unfortunate 
neighbors when an exceptivaally cold day 
comes along. We hare a warm-hearted 
people, and, althcugh they are not well 
organized in their charitable work, their 
eyes and ‘irs are never heedless when 
actual surfering challenges their attention. 

So our cold snap, despite its unpleasant 
giie, is a good thing in the main. It 


brightehs the sanitary outlook for the | 


summer, and it causes our good people to 
think and act for the relief of the 
noor. Perhaps the good work fell far 
short of what it should have accomplish- 
ed, but it is a step in the right direction, 
anu may lead to a charitable organization 
that will be a permanent blessing to our 
poorer classes. 


The South Leads. 


An analysis of Bradstreet’s report for’ 


the past year shows that there was a 
decrease of 17 per cent in the number of 
failures and a decrease of 44 per cent in 
the liabilities. 

The New Orleans Picayune figures it 
out that the south’s proportion of the 
liabilities represents 23 per cent of the 
whole, or $18,000,000 against $35,000,000 
in 1891. 

It appears from this showing that the 
south led the other sections in business 
recuperation and prosperity. Economy, 
hard work and a more intelligent system 
of farming are the main causes of this 


gratifying change, and if we stick to 
these conditions we may confidently ex- 
pect still brighter results. 


How to Build Up a Town. 

The Rome Tribune is a strong advocate 
of loan and building associations. In a 
recent editorial, our contemporary quotes 
the following from the report of Mr. 
Albert Bolles, chief of the bureau of 


statistics for Pennsylvania: 

In Philadelphia more people own their 
homes, and enjoy a greater degree of comfort 
and independence, and possess a more health- 
ful conservatism than the people of any other 
cit, A home-owner and a taxpayer is a con- 
seryative citizen; he will never become in- 
fected with the spirit of anarchy. * * * 
When so much agitation and disquietude have 
existed in many places, Philadelphia has been 
as peaceful as a country village. The exist- 
ence of so many home-owners there is due ia 
no small degree to the influence and methods 
of building and loan associations. 

The Tribune goes on to call attention 
to the work of these associations in At- 


lanta. It says: 

In this: respect Atlanta resembles Philadel- 
phia. It is a city of homes and many of them 
were erected by the timely aid of building 
and loan associations. No city in the south of 
the same size has so many of these organiza- 
tions, and most of them are well conducted 
and successful. This is one of the means by 
which Atlanta hag grown. Instead of having 
one such association, Rome should have a 
dozen. It should be the first care in every case 
to have none but able men on the board of 
managers, for with building and loan associa- 
tions, agement is everything. 

This a conservative statement. At 
lanta’s loan and building associations have 
worked admirably, and, with their grow- 
ing popularity, our wage workers find 
it coniparativeiy easy to secure homes of 
their own. Our suburbs are rapidly build- 
ing up, and the real Atlanta is already a 
city extending miles beyond her incoerpor- 


ated limits. We, fully agree with the. 


Rome paper that loan and building asso- 
ciations are able to do a great work in 


building up a town, and they should be | 


encouraged in every growing community.

On the 
following Sunday appeared a column editorial 
reFiew of the poet’s book. It was the most 
unique kind of justice ever meted out to e 
Brilliant poetess. Not only did Mr. Dana 
dismiss the poetry with the most scathing 
and scorching condemnation for its sala- 
cious and prurient quality, but even the illus- 
trations were denounced. Mrs. Wilcox de- 
clares that she shall not again seek justice 
by calling on her judge before hand.

It has immense 
fish hatcheries where young shady carp, bass, 
and, in fact, about every kind of the piscato- 
rial family from a sucker to a whale,is turned 
out by the million. These minnows have been 
distributed in the creeks, rivers and ponds 
and lakes from Key West to Alaska. The carp 
have increased and multiplied but they are not 
an epicure’s dish. And while the ponds of the 
country teem with them, many people would 
rather go without fish all the year than eat 
them. This is because the carp spends too 
much of his time in the mud and acquires a 
coarse flavor. He might suit the palate of the 
North Carolina clay eaters, and probably 
would, be he is not up to the exacting taste 
of Georgians. Hence it may be that appli- 
cants for fish have refused to take them out o 
the express offices upon finding the variety to 
be carp. ik

Mrs. Bridget Buros Was Averseto a Bailif

The wagon soon 
arrived, with two stout negroes, for moving 
the furniture, and then the fun began. 

The bailiff pointed out a wardrobe and 
told the negroes to move it; byt they didn’t 
g° far. Mrs. Bridgés Burns’s Scotch-Irich 

lood was getting up towards boiling pvint. 
She attacked one of the negroes and quickly 
divested: him of an overeca: whick he had on 
and was starting to wool him entirely when 
Bailiff Smith came to the rescue and held 
the now thoroughly enraged woman. Seeing 
that her efforts to prevent the levy were 
fruitless she collapsed entirely and pretend- 
ed to faint. The bailiff laid her down gently 
on the floor and told the men to move the 
bed before they carried out the wardrobe. 
Quick as a flash the fainted woman came 
too and, movwnting the bed, swore that it 
should never be taken. The bailiff then 
turned his attention to a trunk that was in 
the room and the negroes took hold of it and 
started out of the room. Before they reached 
the door Mrs. Bridget Burns attacked them 
again, but finding herself powerless to stop 
the men she jumped astride the trunk and 
beat a tattoo on the back of the nearest ne-

A GOOD BEGINING. 


Dunn's Report Says the New Year's Trade 
Opens Well—Basy Year Expected. 

New York, January 6.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly circular says: ‘‘The business of the 
new year opens well, though there has hardly 
been time as yet to get fairly under way. In 
some branches of manufacturing there is a 
very conservative feeling owing to the scan- 
tiness of satisfactory orders, but in the tex- 
tile branches the extraordinary demand 
creates general confidence. In every part 
of the country,” and apparently in almost 
every branch of business, traders are look- 
ing forward to a year of large transactions. 
But In financial circles the year opens with 
a considéfable feeling of un¢ertaingty owing 
to the revival of gold exporté whith will be 
about $5,000,000 for the current wee, aiid to 
thé doubts about thé action of congress. 
The anntial réports of the various Dfafiches 
of trade come in with fresh evidence of un- 
surpassed prosperity, but cast no clear light 
upon the ¢utute, which depends, in a large de- 
gree, upon monetary influences. At southern 
points business is generally quiet, though ar 
Atlanta mahufacturers fre working full time, 
and at New Orieans business is fair, with 
the supply of money amplé, cotton steady 
and sugar in good demand. The circulation 
decreased in December $2,106,392, wholly 
ih gold cértificates, but incredsed $21,902,145 
for the year in spite of the decrease of 
$25,000,000 in gold and Certificates; treasury 
notes having increased $47,000,000. — 

‘Industrial feports afte tainly confined to 
the unprecedented tratisactions of jast year, 
but in iron a weaker tone is manifest with 
reports of reduced prices for pig by some 
southern concerns. Deliveries of rails for 
the past year were but 1,300,000 tons. The 
capacity ottruhs the demiands for finished 
products, so that the markets bre irregular 
and weak, though in structughl and sheets 
a large business is in prospect. The most 
fosperous year ever Known in textile mani- 
Sactuben leaves the full production of most 
of the thills sold for Months ahead, and the 
new year opens with great strength - in 
woolenés and cottors.

BUT THE MESSAGES WERE NOT SENT 


The Chief Feared Thata Game Was Pian- 
ned—Fears of Garrison’s Com- 
mitting Suicide. 


A close and constant watch was kept on 
Dr. Frank Garrison, the Texas murderer, 
all yesterday afternoon and last night to 
prevent him from taking his life. 

CMef Connolly received a telegram yester- 
day morning from Sheriff Rucker, of Wise 
county, sent from Shreveport, La., warning 
him against suicide. This, taken 
together with remarks made i by 
Garrison and his actions since be 
ing fecked up, convinced Chief Con- 
nolly that the young physician would kill 
himself if he had an opportunity. He placed 
Turnkey Lackey on constant guard over 
Garrison’s cell, and if the murderer had 
chosen to take his life he would have found 
it rather hard to find an opportunity. He 
was constantly watched. 

Yesterday morning Chief Connolly receiv- 
ed a telegram from Sheriff Rucker, instruct- 
ing him to hold Garrison at all hazards, that 
he was coming for him. He closed the tel- 
egram by warning Chief Connolly t#@ watch 
Garrison against suicide. .Chief Connolly 
at once had Garrison searched by the station 
house keeper and Detective Crim. A watch 
spring and the entire inside works of a 
watch were found in his pants lining, where 
they had been securely hidden to escape the 
vigilance of the jailers. The watch spring 
would have been a dangerous weapon if the 
physician had chosen to kill himself. 

The new mattress that had been furnished 
Garrison to sleep on was removed from the 
cell, the officers fearing that he might have 
hidden some weapon inside of it with which 
to take his life. Garrison declared that he 
had no intention of taking his life, but the 
officers recalled a remark that he made the 
night he was arrested, that he felt like kill- 


? ing himself, and that he was on the verge 


of taking his life the day after he killed the 
marshal. He said when he discovered in 
LaGrange last Tuesday that he had lost the 
letter which afterwards gave him away, he 
thought of committing suicide. 

tie impressed the officers as being the 
kind of a man who “would kill himself to 
escape disgrace and punishment, and they 
kept vigilant guard over him. He sat in 
his cell smoking all through the afternoon, 
and late into the night. 

Garrison makes no secret of his fear 
that he will be lynched 7 a mob if he is 
carried back to Texas. e said yesterday 
that he felt sure an attempt would be 
made to take his life and he was averse 
to going back so soon. He wrote two tele- 
grams to hig@ brothers asking them to 
come to him at once and accompany him 
back to Texas. He explained that the 
sheriff might try to make it unpleasant 
for him, but Chief Connolly interpreted 
the messages to mean. something else and 
refused to allow them to be sent. ° He fear- 
ed that if the telegrams were sent. the 
brothers would come_and attempt to rescue 
the prisoner from’ Sheriff Rucker on the 
return trip. 

‘Ty wires have been kept 
Texas and Afiauta since Wednesday about 
the case. The sheriff has sent telegrams 
at intervals of two hours, showing the 
greatest eagerness to have Garrison held 
until he gets here, and yesterday the gov- 
ernor of Texas wired to Governor Northen 
to see to it that Garrison was held. Gar- 
rison is being held. 

“They | don't know what holding stock 
We are,” said Chief Connolly yesterday. 
“We hold ’em until something turns up. 

Sheriff Rucker will get in town today 
and will proceed homeward tonight. He 
comes armed with a requisition from the 
governor, as it was feared that Garrison 
might attempt to gain time after he ar- 
gg here by making him. secure a requisi-
